HOXER H. STEWART, in review of an 


article by Edward Atkinson.of Boston 
closes by saying: "The danger of 
our time is monopoly. It K a con- 
spiracy of the rich against the poor 
Corporations and wealthy men com- 
bine their capital, or as they term it, 
"pool their money," and get control 
of something which is a great com 
monwant—it may be railroads, or 
telegraphs, or food, or coal, or petro 
leum—it is no matter what the thing 
is if it is something which must be 
had by the public. The combination 
spends its money lavishly to ruin all 
is competitors, and then, as a mon- 
opoly, scourges the public and levies 
taxes upon the wants of mankind, 


free inquiry and free discussion" are 
the fundamental principles pt the 
best form of journalism, and to be 
"independent" is of itself laudable. 
We call this country "the lund of the 
free," and according to democratic 
principles every man is guaranteed 
the uninterrupted exercise Df 
free 


thought,' free speech and a free pen. 
Every man, be ho democrat, republi- 
can or greenbacker, has a perfect 
right to his independence—in fact it 
is his patriotic duty to exercise that 
spirit 
in discriminating between 


right and wrong. But the term seems 
to have been warpped and twisted 
out of real meaning, and we Jire tired 
and sick of seeing it in the newspa- 
per connection. We have seen too 
many protended "independent" pa- 
pers. The average journal of this 
class, instead of aiding freedom of 
thought, freedom of speech, etc., of 
tener abridges them. Besides, there 
is.no necessity for the ordinary "in- 
dependent" paper. 
A democratic 


paper can be, and should be inde- 
pendent, a republican paper should 
alscr exercise the same. If a man can 
withhold his partisanship entirely, 
in the editorial management of an 
"independent" paper, he can govern 
them equally well in *e expression 
of what his own convictions teach 
him to be right, through the columns 
of a paper which reflects his honest 
opinions. And every man has an 
opinion. No matter how indepen- 
dent his paper may bo, he casts his 
vote, or at any rate his sympathies 
with one party or the other 
The 


country needs more independent 
democrats, more independent repub 
licans, but no more of the so called 
"independent" newspapers.

(Andrew's American Queen.l 


Is "slang" always reprehensible? Lei 


us consider what slang is. The word 
only marks a telative condition, like the 
words "dirt" and "weed." 
Aristotle 


long ago told us that dirt was merely 
"matter misplaced," and Professor Gray, 
asked to define & weed, said "a- flower in 
the wrong spot." So slang is merely a 
common word in unfamiliar relations—a 
word plucked up by the roots and plant- 
ed in a new spot. 


A concspomlcttt writes us as follows— 


"Editor of Aadrews's American Queen: 
* * la it slang to say "Not if I know 
myself/" 
Answer: Not if it be said 


seriously, though it would, perhaps, be 
better to say something elsa John Mil- 
ton said, "Not if I am acquainted with 
myself." 


Considerable so-called slang is classic. 


"Escaped with the skin of my teeth" is 
from Job. The phrase "he is a brick" is 
is from Plutarch—that historian telling 
of a king of Sparta who boasted that his 
army was the only wall of the city, "and 
every man is a brick." 


We call au horftat citizen "a square 


man," but the Greeks two thousand 
years ago described the same sort of per- 
sons as "tetragonou"—a four-cornered 
man. 


Webster defines slang to be "low, vul- 


gar, unmeaning language"—a definition 
quite too sweeping. It is often low, 
sometimes vulgar, but very seldom un- 
meaning. On the contrary, slang, being 
always metaphorical language, is general- 
ly compact and its meaning very clear. 
Its use may have originated with gip- 
sies, or criminals in need of a disguise 
for their speech; but it is not the less 
true that a good many of.the most use- 
ful words in the language were originally 
slang, now adopted into the full fellow- 
ship of lingual purity. 


The use of the word "mob" was de- 


nounced by Addison and Swift (both of 
whom used some slang of their own), 
but we should scarcely know what to do 
without it. 


We do not, by any means, advise the 


young to use slang indiscriminately; 
they cad better err in the other direc- 
tion. At the same time, slang has a use- 
ful function to perform. It is the great 
feeder of vigorous expression; the reser- 
voir from which languages draw strength 
and keep from getting enfeebled. As 
enlightenment brings culture at the ex- 
pense of virility, so languages always 
te.nd to diffuscness and feebleness—a 
tendency which slang inclines to coun- 
teract. 


So the use of slang, while sometimes a 


nuisance and sometimes disgusting, has 
an important office in keeping languages 
alive and their veins full of tho blood of 
youth.
